The Nichi Nicht Shimbun publishes two arti- 
cles commenting on the action of the Hongkong 
Goneral Chamber of Commeroo with regard to 
the offer ofthe Japanese Govornmont to coin 
silver yon for Hoagkong. It says:~We are'at 
a lose to undarstend tha: reason why the Hong: 
kong Gonoral ‘Chamber of Commorce ‘fas re- 
fused the offer of the Japauose Government to 
coin silver yen for Hongkong at tho charge of 
one por cont, if it ahould receive the official’ re- 
odgnition of the Hougkong Government, The 
brief history ia this:—Tha Japanese Consul in 
Hongkong, being aware of the fact that: no 
small inconvenienes arises frova adopting in|

posed for thé remedy of tho inconvenianne, 
privately engtired into the views: of the leading 
merchants in Hongkong, From the enquiry it 
was elicited that they were williag to adopt tho 
coin, if the Colonial Government would’ only 
deolare ‘the -yen legal carronoy in Hongkong. 
Tho Censul reported the matter to. the Tapanase 
Government, and the-latter boing of the opinion: 
that they would be able to undertake the work 
of coining the yen at the charge of one pr cent, 
jw whatever amount that might be nea 
Aoki Shuzo, Vico- Winister of State for Foreten 
Affairs, despatched o letter to the British 
Minister under date of April. 30th, 1887,
